The bond issue for the new 
buildings will be paid for over a 
period 
of 
36 
years 
and IO 
months. The board hopes to re­ 
ceive bids for the bond issue 
at 3*4 per CPr,t interest. 


The three buildings 
to 
be 
built include an auditorium with 
a 600 seating capacity, a gym­ 
nasium seating 3.800. 
and 
a 
three -story 
circular 
library 
which will house a cafeteria in 
its basement. After a three year

period, a large classroom unit 
will be built. 
Board members had expected 
a considerably lower price for 
the package, but were d is a p ­ 
pointed when it was learned the 
lowest bid for the general con­ 
tracting. by Wilson and Com­ 
pany, of Philadelphia, was $450.- 
000 over the estimate of archi­ 
tect Paul d'Entremont for that 
item. 


The architect blamed the er­ 
roneous estimate on himself and 
explained that he had failed to 
correctly calculate rising costs 
! and had not accounted for high­ 
er proportioned ceilings which 
J resulted in a greater cubic foot 
area.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s hiring of wom­ 
en to do some of the big jobs 
for government is a trend set­ 
ter for the entire country. 


Local governments and pri­ 
vate industry also are looking 
at the qualifications of women 
with new eyes. 
So say Assistant Secretary of 
Labor 
Esther 
Peterson 
and 
Mrs. Mary Keyserling, head of 
The Women’s Bureau. 


Mrs. 
Keyserling 
says 
the 
President’s recognition of fe­ 
male talent has made the fed­ 
eral government “a showcase” 
for the country. She says it 
has given a ‘‘tremendous psy­ 
chological” lift to those who 
strive to break down the dis­ 
criminatory 
barriers 
against 
career women. 


Fewer women, she said, are 
facing the prospect of job open­ 
ings tagged with ‘‘Only a man 
need apply.” 


Mrs. 
Keyserling 
compares 
the impact of the White House 
campaign with the granting of 
suffrage to women. The equal 
pay law and Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act which bars dis­ 
crimination in employment on 
account of race or sex also is 
a great boon for females who 
work outside the home, she be­ 
lieves. It takes effect in one 
year. 


She believes there is no stop­ 
ping the momentum for female 
equality — much of it economic 


A big help, she says, will be 
the Job Corps for Women, a 
part of the Anti-Poverty Law 
which will give underprivileged 
young women 
a 
chance 
for 
training 
in homemaking 
and 
careers. 
Thirty-three states have fol­ 
lowed the national suit by set­ 
ting up Commissions 
on 
the 
Status of Women and they are 
tackling the problems at hand 
with enthusiasm and energy. 


Mrs. Peterson says “We have 
to keep pushing,” that a lot 
remains to be done to make a 
woman’s lot an equal one. But 
she believes the White House 
impetus is spilling over. 


Businessmen 
are 
becoming 
more aware of different stand­ 
ards 
applied 
to 
the 
female 
staff. Women, too, 
have 
told 
her, ‘T m losing my guilt com­ 
plex.” 
Neither Mrs. Keyserling nor 
Mrs. Peterson worry about the 
loss of femininity in the in­ 
crease of 
women 
execqgives. 
‘‘We’re less feminine when we 
feel underprivileged, when we 
have a chip on our shoulder,” 
said the Woman’s Bureau head. 


If he wins 
re-election, 
the 
word around town is that John­ 
son is sure to name a woman 
to his cabinet. Most presidents 
are subjected to some pressure 
from big female organizations 
to put at least one woman in 
the cabinet. But Johnson is a 
man who doesn’t need much 
pushing in that direction. 


He has scored “firsts” with 
several appointments of wom­ 
en 
to 
jobs 
once 
considered 
strictly the man’s world. Among 
these were the selection of Dr. 


Mary Bunting, 
former 
presi­ 
dent of Radcliffe College to be 
a member of the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission; 
Mrs. 
Vir­ 
ginia Mae Brown of West Vir­ 
ginia as a member of the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission 
and 
Mrs. 
Elizabeth 
S. 
May, 
former dean of Wheaton Col­ 
lege in Massachusetts to the 
board of directors of the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. 


Other standout appointments 
were Mrs. Dorothy Jacobson, 
formerly of the Minnesota State 
Department of 
Education 
as 
assistant secretary of agricul­ 
ture; Mrs. Jane Hanna of St. 
Joseph. Mo. as deputy director 
for civil defense in the Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Defense, 
and 
Mrs. 
Charlotte M. Hubbard as dep­ 
uty assistant secretary of state 
for public affairs. 


In the world of diplomacy, 
he sent Mrs. Katherine Elkus 
White as Ambassador to Den­ 
mark and career diplomat Mar­ 
garet Joy Tibbetts as Ambassa­ 
dor to Norway. 
The appointments 
seem 
to 
sit well, too. The government 
has had no complaints, so far. 
In fact, one woman wrote the 
First Lady: “I feel much safer 
knowing that a woman who is 
also a mother is participating 
in the deliberations on the use 
of atomic energy.” 


Mrs. 
Bunting is an educa­ 
tor, a scientist, and a mother 
of four children. A beauty and 
a mother, whose nickname is 
“ Peaches,” ICC Commissioner 
Brown holds down a tough job 
that always has been associ­ 
ated with men because it deals 
with trucking and railroading. 


A fellow member of the com­ 
mission says: “She is a quiet 
efficient person who does the 
job.” 
“There is a lot less fuss than 
we thought there would be,” 
he added. 
“She 
is fully ac­ 
cepted as would be any other 
member of the commission.” 


Mrs. Brown returns the com­ 
pliment. “They just want you 
to do a job,” she says. 
‘They 
respect a job well done. Every­ 
one has treated me so nice, 
and it’s not just lip service. 
I’ve gone into every bureau and 
met the people who work there. 
They are very helpful.” 


Johnson’s efforts have been 
highly praised by the National 
Federation 
of 
Business 
and 
Professional Women who call 
the 
trend 
a 
real 
“break­ 
through.” 


But ifs not just a one-way 
street. Two women in Congress 
recently 
showed 
they 
mean 
equality for all — even men. 
Rep. Frances Bolton, (R-Ohio.) 
introduced a bill to permit male 
nurses in the Army and Air 
Force Nurse Corps to receive 
commissions. 


She 
was 
wholeheartedly 
backed up by Rep. Leonor K. 
Sullivan (D-Mo.,) who pointed 
out that in the nursing field, 
women 
“are 
a 
little 
more 
equal” than men. 


But the main concentration 
these days is on boosting the 
status of women and helping to 
make true Johnson’s quip that 
“A woman’s place is not only 
in the home, but in the House, 
the Senate, and throughout gov­ 
ernment service.”

Through Their 'Sweet Tooth

NEW YORK (UPI) — Mrs. 
James F . Daw, 74, finds that 
one way to win friends and 
influence bus drivers, waitres­ 
ses, and others is by appeal­ 
ing to their sweet tooth. 
The retired librarian, a wid­ 
ow, 
dispenses 
candy 
along 
with general good cheer to 
those whom she meets daily 
to “pep up the world a bit.” 
“I have made friends I never 
would have met otherwise, 
said Margaret Swenson Daw. 
“ Why, of course, New York 
is a big friendly city.” 
Mrs. Daw, a resident of Long 
Island City, N.Y., began her 
c a n d y 
dispensing 
several 
months ago because “I was 
having a little trouble with a 
hip and I wanted to get off 
the front entrance of buses. 
Those back doors were too 
much for me to handle. 
She found a couple of pieces 
of candy passed along to bus 
drivers sweetened their traf­ 
fic - soured dispositions con­ 
siderably — they let her use 
the front exits. Maybe, she de­ 
cided, the sweet talk would 
work with others. 
' 
Now, from her “pocketful 
of magic”, a plastic bag filled 
with the candies, she dispen­ 
ses 
to 
over - rushed 
wait­ 
resses, glum elevator opera­ 
tors, irate salesgirls, restau­ 
rant hostesses and cashiers, 
and bank tellers. 
She figures she gives away 
two to three pounds a week 
—“it doesn’t make me poor, 
and I get such a nice feeling 
from it,” she said. 
Mrs. Daw for 40 years was 
with the Queensborough Public 


Library. She retired IO years 
ago on a New York State Pen­ 
sion. 
She remembered, during an 
interview, that libraries were 
places where people “came to 
visit only if they wanted to, 
except for students, doing re­ 
quired reading. The grocer 
you have to visit and pay, the 
landlord you have to pay. But 
the library is there free for 
those with a desire to learn.” 
“Not too long ago,” she 
continued.

I 
found she’s regular customer 
at a skyscraper restaurant in 
mid-Manhattan where the help 
knows her for her candies and 
for the fact she waits until 
after 1:30 p.m. to lunch when 
the men’s grill is opened also 
to women. 
“I took a friend there to 
lunch with me the other day,” 
said Mrs. Daw, “And she ac­ 
cused me of just waiting to 
eat in the grill because there 
were men around.” 
“I told her,” she said, “that 
at the age of 74 I figured it 
was up to me to decide if I 
liked men’s company more 
than women’s.”
